Feb 6th. The organisation was splendid. Everything 
went smoothly. The soup tasted great 9 even though it was 
cooked in the gents bogs. But something was wrong , . . 
why were thousands of people freezing their bums onto icy 
roadways? Other than martrydom, what were thejf trying to 
achieve? They weren’t trying to stop traffic from 
entering the base - there was none trying to get in. 

But rules is rules is rules is rules. And CND had laid 
down the rules, and the rules were that people sat in the 
road. Regardless. Standing was disruptive; games could 
be played, but only in the special "warm-up" areas. So* 
people oat and got piles, when they could have pulled 
down piles of fence, or when piles of them could have 
gone on a surprise visit to another base. 

Unless NVDA is characterized by the amount of 
suffering involved or the quantity of congsheets dist¬ 
ributed, Feb 6th had aa little to do with direct action 
as .CND’s October demonstration in London. It was a 
brilliant media story, but totally symbolic. Just 
another demo. It almost felt that, had an opportunity 
for action arisen, people would have recoiled in horror 
and buried their heads in their rainbow knitwear. They 
were there to sit, not to disrupt the nuclear machine. 

If half the money that must have been spent on coach 
fares and longjohns had been spent on padlocks and re¬ 


inforced bikelocks, the idea of shutting down the base 
would have been crddible, ^ 

The day was policed by yellow CND stewards, who made 
sure that no-one stepped out of line. Not that I’ve got 
anything against stewards as such - but I think they’d 
he more use if they passed on fewer orders and more in¬ 
formation. But I’m biased; my attitude to the stewards 
got off to a bad start, when one of them asked on our 
mixed coach if any women would mind getting off and going 
on the womens coach, to make room for ’‘people**. 

Back to the base - the numbers who turned up showed 
that committment is there, Tho day was well (over?) - 
organised - jrhat ability is there. Let’s not freeze away 
people’s enthusiasm; next time, let’s couple our committ¬ 
ment and organizing skills with a bit of imagination, and 
actually try to put a small spanner in the workings of 
the nuclear machine. Let’s do direct action as well as 
getting good media coverage. Let’s be more flexible, 
let’s use surprise, let’s respond creatively and spontan¬ 
eously to situations we find ourselves in, so that 
we’re calling the tune. This means doing what seems to 
need doing, not what we’ve been told to do. It means lee 
leas policing by the thin yellow line, and more trust in 
the ordinary protestor-in-the-road. It means thinking 
and it means doindj nonviolent DIRECT ACTION.

Molesworth in not only an issue for the peace 
movement and CND. 

The Ploughshares campaign is one that aims to 
return the ba s a to farmland and to see the resource 
s wasted on cruise missies used to meet human 
needs in.the thrid world. 

At the orginal Peace camp and on the land,wheat 
was growing before the army took Q over ,partly 
to send to Entrea, 

At Easter this year there will be a march to 
Molesworth, with agricultural tools firstly to 
i be used to symbolically dig the base and then 
be sent to Entrea to support the peoples self 
reliance. Tools requested are specifically heavy 
hoes, mattocks, spades, and shovals( your 
average British trowel will not make much inpact 
in the dessert) 

The Diggers walks leaves St Georges Hill,, 

Surrey, Thurs 20 March. Through central London: 
meet 9,30 Saturday 22 March at St. Matthews Peace 
Garden, Brixton. There’s a shorter march from 
Corby (Sat 29 March), all to arrive at Molesworth

anything). 

Although it might all seem a bit abstract, with 
a purely symbolic action (and a fairly large 
Christian input) there is an important link for 
anarchists and friends, The march starts from 
St, Georges liill because this was the site of 
an original Diggers settlement (i.e.squat!) in the 
1640’s. It was part of the radical movements 
around the civil war who, having seen the end of 
monarchy (as they saw it then!) also challenged 
private property, the new capitalist class and the 
church. Their struggle for the peaceful and 
creative use of the land by all people in co mm on s e 
seems all the more important when we can still see 
that struggle in the eviction of Rainbow Village 
and the building of the new death camp. However 
vaguely, the Easter march continues over 300 years 
of our struggle to control the land. Think on ... 
(And listen again to Leon Rosselson/Billy Bragg 
singing “The World Turned Upside Down").

And secondly, having started a complex analysis of the 
national politics of the Feb 6 Molesworth blockade, it 
seems more appropriate to get straight into the 
personal abuse and questionsof (dare I say it) revolut¬ 
ionary organisation* 

I could give detailed evidence to show that the Feb 6 k . 1 
organisation was centralised, and that much of it was 
closely controlled by Nottm Def Molesworth group, but 
for now you*11 have to take my word for it, darling. 

If anything, many of Def Moles would acknowledge and 
justify that because it did mean ’ ■* 

that the direct Action emphasis with no compromise 
with the police was maintained - which possibly 
national CND would have bodged* 

Xn the last Anarchist Mews, Laura Hiding (hippy scumbag) 
described the Def Moles group as *people that organise 
efficiently, share the workload evenly and try to 
present themselves in such a way as to make their 
message as accessible as possible.* which was in contrast 
to the anarchist movement. Well, yes indeed, despite 
mutinous mutterings over the coffee tray, Def Moles did 
maintain a healthy non—hierarchy with active participation 
and showed fairly stunning capacity to translate wild 
suggestions (®leta organise a national action.... lets 
get a speach at Oct 26*., lets do some graffiti on 
Huntingdon Street*) into action. 

On the other hand, the accessible message philosophy 
showed its tendency to reduce everything to wallpaper in 
the Central Mews item a few days before the action, 
where a fairly accurate report on the Mansfield Road 
office was placed alongside Leicestershire comprehensive 
school harp teachers (fancy that!) or midlands firms 
that make lifeboats (and to think they*re miles from 
the sea) as another item in the TV freak show. 

More important questions maybe arise over Def Moles 
functioning as a closed elite — whether it did, whether it 
it matters, whether any other group should • Although 
all meetings remained open, for the last few months 
there was a very definite central committee of the same 
people (and yes, Rickey was there too). This meant that 
discussion could be open and in trust and informed and 
acted upon, but it also brought isolation. Specialisation 
always has the same effects the more you know about one 
thing, the more ignorant you are of most things. The 
Nottingham campaign reflected the National - a fairly 
coherent group but one almost exclusively active in a 
particular part of the peace movement. From this came 
a lot of the distrust of possible allies — anarchists, 
womens movement, Rainbow Villagers, Leninist groups, 
non NVDA peace groups. This distrust seems to be fairly 
mutual in Nottingham, apart from around flavour—of—the— 
month .campaigns like anti-apartheid or the miners 
strike (in which cases the distrust continues inside 
those campaigns). 

Xn some cases its well founded. Nationally and locally 
the Feb 6 campaigns approach to the autonomous action 
was abysmal. The approach from some men seemed to be 
of the 9 give them enough rope and they*11 hang them¬ 
selves* variety. Nothing has been learnt from the 
Greenham campaign and no attepmt at an analysis of male 
violence or male power politics (the rape in November of 
a woman within the Molesworth Peace Camp crystalises it 
all). Grudgingly the principle of a woman-only gate and 
transport etc was accepted, but rarely supported in 
practise; given the last few years hostility towards 
women—only actios it was obvious that the women 8 s net¬ 
work wasn 8 t going to jump into line. From the nature 
of the Feb 6 campaign members, even the women in it had 
to struggle to cement non-existent contacts, under 
sniper fire attacks from men. The consequence of these 
mysogyaist manouvress the relative problems of the 


womens gate becomes the womens fault and 0 proves 9 that 
the mixed peace movement is the only possible mass 
movement. Fight itf 

So, you cry, fwhat is to be done? 8 Well, if we consign 
Lenina answer to the traehcan of the past where it 
belongs, there remains a tightrope of sorts between the 
example of the Nottm Def Moles and that of anarchists 
in the city. (*What about the womens movement?* Quite. 
That depends on the mens movement). While not quite 
like Central TVs descreption of * an upstairs room..... 
..twelve people working day and night* the Def Moles 
seem close to burning out with no clear plana for after 
Feb 6, and having what in reality was a very specific 
aim about a specific area of a specific issue. 

Xn contrast to this efficient isolation is the sprawl of 
the anarchist movement which seems to believe its function 
is to tolerate everything and everyone who claims 
allegiance. An internal hierarchy exists and seems 
J supported from both sides? 

1. those who passively consume the red + black 
badges and seem happy to bathe in the cult glory 
of being 9 an anarchist*. Getting some sort of fix 
from the activities of others avoids their terror 
of a real revolution which would destroy their 
ghetto support and demand their own determination 
of their own liberation. 

and those who still maintain their activist 
martyrdom. The question here is surely- why 
tolerate obvious disciples? Do you need them for 
your own glory? 

Both Def Moles and the ruling anarchists function as a 
hierarchy with followers. Def Moles do it *efficiently* 
within a tiny fragment of political contestation (those 
who make half a revolution dig their own graves), the 
elite of the anarchist group flounder and fudge it 
through a mixture of guilt and an. apparent reluctance to 
challenge their own power.

The campaign against apartheid hots up. In 
South Africa hundreds are shot* In Lesotho a 
government falls. In Nottingham, on Jan 25th, 
a few hundred people stroll timidly through the 
centre of town. Well, 8-900 people, actually, 
largish for a Nottingham demo, but hardly a 
force to be reckoned with. That many people 
involved in direct action, sabotage or destruct¬ 
ion would have some impact. But we can't expect 
that from people here, can we. After all, it's 
against the law for a start. Meanwhile people 
continue to lay down their lives for a cause, 
and we can't even expect concerned citizens tq 
face a £25 obstruction fine. 

I stayed for the greater part of the rally, 
which was more than most people did. The pol¬ 
iticians got right up my nose! On the other 
hand, a woman from Namibia, from the South West 
African Peoples Organisation (SWAPO), spoke 
quietly and movingly of what she had seen, of 
what she had experienced. No rhetoric, no 
rabble-rousing, no strategically placed pauses 
for applause. Just the truth, Very powerful 
s f uf f ! 



X hope all those who marched on that day get 
involved in further (Sic) anti-apartheid action. 
Boycotts can be effective, and while you're 
checking up on labels to see if they have any 
South African connections, there's lots of 
other things you could boycott, too,' And 
boycotts are only the start;

GHANDI and RAMBO were both EMI films (EMI also, 
manufacture electronic guidance, radar & control 
systems for conventional and nuclear weapons. 
They also probably rent you your telly.( Radio-* 
rentals, DER and Rumblelows are all subsideries) 

These facts are taken from 'DIRTY FINGERS IN 
DIRTY PIES' - A Sky and Trees booklet available 
cheap (30p) from the Anarchist Bookstall. It has 
lots of other equally useful and depressing 
information in it, but it is probably wiser to 
know how disgusting corporate big business is 
behind its glossy 'buy me' public face. 



There are reports on several demonstrations 
in this paper, people using their right to gather 
and protest about things they do not like. When 
the new Public Order Bill becomes law, which will 
be within the next few months, these types of 
protest could be prohibited. 

This law will require seven days notice to the 
police of any march or static demonstration (like 
a blockade or picket) and they may then restrict 
the place or route of the demonstration, the number 
of people who can take part and how long it can 
last! Breaking any of these rules could bring a 
£1000 fine and three months in prison for organiser 
s/inciters and £400 fines for anyone taking part. 

In other words , any demonstration the police don’t 
like (that's most of them) they can impose 
conditions to make them totally in ffective and 
when these are not kept they can go in and break 
them up and ar est anyone they choose. Spontaneous 
demonstrations happening in reaction to 
some event will automatically be illegal. 

This is bound to lead to an increase in violent 
confrontation with the police as people get 
frustrated by heavy-handed tactics, as the 
government must be well aware. The bill also bring 
s in new offences of riot, violent disorder and 
affray, all with vague and wordy definitions, 
making them catch-all offences to pin on people 
where nothing specific need be proved against them, 
but heavy sentences can be given (up to life 
imprisonment). Couple this with the recent increas 
e in the weoponry and protective equipment of the 
police and the implications become horribly clear.... 

If we wish to preserve our right te join 
together on the streets of our country as and when 
we choose, we must defeat this law. The only way 
to do this is if very large numbers of people are 
prepared to go out and break this law and so make 
it unworkable. This means publicising it's effects 
and organising against them, so we will be ready to 
act by the time they become law. 

In Nottingham there is a working group under the 
name CROWD (Campaign for the Right Of Assembly 
and Dissent), In London there is CAPR (Campaign 
Against Police Repression). They propose to hold 
a march on the Saturday after this bill is passed, 
so automatically breaking the seven day notice 
ruling.

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So what is the Campaign Against Police 
Repression actually about? It does not 
concentrate on Police reform. At the, orig¬ 
inal meeting to organize the march,/people 
cleany wanted a broad based campaign 
against and in defiance of the police. How 

do you end police repression wicnout ending 
the police (as they are by definition repr¬ 
essive)? Marching and prevoking them will not 
finnish them, only lead us into confronta¬ 
tions we cannot win. 

They weren't quaking with fear at the sight 
of us. Yelling at them is a waste of energy 
and we aren't strong enough to fight them 
openly, even if that would help. But we can 
expose them. The value of a march against 
them is not to 'take them on', but tp con¬ 
front the public with police attrocities and 
ask of them that they oppose the state and 
learn to see it for what it is. 


Being a small campaign we can do no more at 
present than serve to educate people about the 
the police. So, as anarchists, we work V© 
spread anti-state ideas and promote liber¬ 
tarian thinking, thereby growing as a move¬ 
ment that is conscious of itself, it's aims 
and it's limitations. To try and fight them 
nows on the streets, is counter productive, 
as it weakens us and wears us out. I am only 
glad that on-jan. 25th the fervour for 
smashing up police stations, that there was 
at the first C.A.P.R. meeting, didn't 
re-emerge. It would have given them the opp¬ 
ortunity to wipe the floor with us, and if 
that happens too many times a campaign can 
simply burn itself out. Not to mention the 
horrific machismo involved in choosing to 
fight the police. 

But if the value of the campaign is to ed¬ 
ucate people about the police, rather than 
reform or fight them, did it do that either?. 

I don't think so. Partly because we remained 
locked behind police lines, but also because 
of the aggeession we gave off as a crowd, 
keeping our ranks closed, we left the public 
confused and rather concerned, most of the 
leaflets being givenout were vague and un- 
inf omative anyway, unless you already lived 
in and understood the goals and language of 
ourradical ghetto. 

We should have the foresight next time,' 
especially after the Public Order Bill is law, 
not to appear as mean and as r.oisy as 
possible. We have to make it clear who*we are 
and what we are saying, and drop this 'if 
you're not with us you're against us' att¬ 
itude. The campaign needs to address itself 
more broadly to people, gaining energy 
and numbers, not yelling at the police‘brick 
wall' , 


In the words of the C.A.P.R, handout, the March 
Against Police Repression was 'not a protest' but 
a demonstration of our rights. The idea being that, 
as we marched and chanted our way round London E.9. 
we show them that 'together we are strong' and that 
’they cannot take our rights from us ! , , , . Hmm/. 

Can't they?... 

Saturday. 25th January was a sunny if chilly day. 
Whatever it achieved, the march would at least 
be an empowering statement of our anger and 
defiance. In the event, all I felt was a little 
silly r marching inches from increasingly 
: irritable police, chanting ’’Kill The Bill'’. X 
i wasn’t sure who the march was for. The police 
know how angry we are , and reacted evenually 
with all the violence we expect of them. We 
taunted them with chants about Harry Roberts, 
they responded by dragging us off into vans 
by our hair, and then we got outraged about 
What bullys they are. But bullying is what 
they're there for, we know that already. Of 
course they're violent and sadistic,why 
preyoke them into proving it? 


We stopped at Balsto Lane and Stoke Newing¬ 
ton police staions, and verbally ’showed them 
our anger'. But they already know! Was it 
maybe to stir our selves into a revolutionar y 
frenzy, and wait for someone to launch the 
first brick? Why be so stupid? Is ripting 
really so glorious? 


Was the display, half hearted as it was, ...for th 
public then? They just seemed bemused by' 
banners for everything from the R.C.G, to Gay 
and Lesbian groups, and wondered what on earth 
tre inarch was about, The only communication 
we had with them was via leaflets, although 
the police stopped most being distrebutfed. 


Xf the puplie heared the slogans about :Cheri 
Groce and Liddle Towers, they might have got; 
an inkling of what we were-about. Then again 
they might have beared some idiots shouting 
’•Jump" at a hecklgn-in a third story window. 
No, we didn’t exactly make'it-clear who’se

If you 8 re unemployed, or surviving on state handouts 
for other reasons, the last thing you'll want to do is 
pay more than you need for anything# So it's useful to 
have an idea of the concessions that are available!. 

ENTERTAINMENTS 

Nearly all gigs and events put on by radical or 
alternative organisations are cheaper for claimants. As 
well as these, there ares 

The Film Theatre (Broad Street). Claimants Cl.20 (as 
opposed to usual ticket price of £1.60), Details 5831^4* 
The Qdeon* You can get in for 99p on production of 
a UB40. 

The Midland Group (Goooegate). Performances reduced from 
£ 2.50 to £2 and films reduced from £1.75 to £l .25 on 
production of a UB 40 or SB book. 

Nottingham Playhouse. Monday evenings - 2 tickets for 
the price of one. Saturday matinees - one ticket for 
£l.50» Only on production of UB40. 

EDUCATION 

The place to take your UB40 for courses on a whole 
range of subjects (daytime or evening) is the WEA, 16 
Shakespeare Street. Courses that usually cost around £9 
or £l2 are reduced to £ 1 .50. But you must be registered 
unemployed — if you're penniless on supplementary benefit 
for any other reason, you'll have to pay loads more. 

(if you 1 re as pissed off about the unfairness of this as I 
am, give them a ring on 473022 and tell them about it.) 

If you want to take any other courses elsewhere, 
always remember to ask whether there are concessions. 

SPORTS 

This is where your UB40 really comes into its own. 

For 25p, you can take part in any sportrs at the Sycamore 
Centre. During school holidays in off peak hours, any 
facilities run by Gedling Borough Recreation Department 
are half price — that*s Arnold Leisure Centre, Carlton 
Forum, Redhill Leisure Centre and Calverton Sports Centre. 

But the really exciting one is the 'Sport gfor the 
Unemployed* scheme. At various centres, including South- 
glade Sports Hall, Noel Street Baths, Clifton Playing 
Fields, John Carol! Leisure Centre, Anploy Centre and the 
YMCA (Shakespeare Street), a huge variety of sports can 
be enjoyed with equipment provided free. All this for 
only 25p and a UB40S Different things happen at different 
times, so check with the leisure centre or the 'Sports for 
the Unemployed* office (Tel, 506271) ^ e ^ ore y° u &°» 
of the sessions are women-only, and some are for ove;>- 
fiftiea. At some sessions there*s a lOp creche. 

The Victoria Leisure Centre (near Sneinton Market) 
has a full 'Sport for the Unemplotyed' timetable; 

Mondays 9*00am - 1 2 noon 3*30po - 5*00pm. 

Tuesdays 9*00am — 1 2 noon 4; 2.00pm — 4*00pm. 

Wednesdays 1 0.00am - 12 noon (for over-fifties), 

Thursdays 9.00am - 12 noon (women only). 

Fridays 1 0,00am - 12 noon. 

Sports include squash, badminton, table tennis, short- 
tennis, racketball, netball and (Thurs only) circuit 
training. 

Also, siamming is free for the unemployed at the 
Victoria Leisure Centre from 12 to 1 ,30pm and after 
Sport for the Unemployed also do canoeing at Nottm. 

Kayak Club (between Trent Bridge and Lady Bay Bridge) on 
Tuesdays at 1,30pm. And leisurely cycle rides - bring 
your own bike or hire one for 25 p - phono 5 ° 627 l for 
details, 

OTHER 

YJell, there's the Work Seeker bus passes, which entitle 
you to approximately half price travel on the buses. But 
you have to fill in forms and take them all over the place 
provide a photo and pay £ 1 , 

Also, community centres often run classes and other 
schemes which are cheaper for claimants - it's best to 
ask what's going on at your local one. And there's lota of 
things which are free for everyone, claimant o* not; 
libraries, parks, museums, stolen property, the best 
things in life, etc etc.

Since its opening in 19^2 (so long? and so little I) 
Nottingham Centre for the Unemployed has proved a * * 

stunning example of paralysis and incompetence from the 
Lahore and Trade Union movement. Their inability to 
come to terms with the needs of the unwaged in the city 
shows to those who ever doubted it that they are interest 
ed only in squabbling over the corpse of workerism (and 
stuffing it right back up the workers). 


Anyway , • • sponsored by Labour City and County 
Councils, with the Trades Council, and with funding by 
the MSC for the workers, it’s unlikely that it could have 
developed beyond the stupidity of one building stuffed 
with eleven workers in the city centre - not even the 
social centre - where claimants are thin on the ground. 
Having a number of centres with fewer workers (or even 
claimant control l) in different estates would not have 
been as dramatic a gesture. Over the last few years ' ' 
there has been valuable work there - welfare rights, 
womens campaigns, some ’arts* stuff - largely the result 
of a few individuals who of course are chucked out after 
a years contract of battling in asolation. After an 
initial blitz of campaign activity produced the inevit¬ 
able backlash from the Post and Tory councillors, respect 
ability in the eyes of the MSC became the watchword. The 
!! users group 1 * was a classic battleground for the pro¬ 
fessional leftists, with Militant fighting a glorious 
revolutionary battle for the right to keep the coffee bar 
money. On most days the place had an atmosphere 
veering from the macho to the suicidal. 

Now • « , information is a bit shaky so corrections 
and contributions would be welcome — the issues are far 
too important to keep quiet. Some would say that NCU 
was initially/essentially a Communist Party front, and 
perhaps its current stagnation (with reverberating 
traumas in the Trades Council) stemmed from the Communist 
current national squabbles. For certain the actual man¬ 
agement committee of NCU has been suspended (by the MSC?) 
and replaced by a steering group . , , In some bizarre 
•move the long standing manageress resigned in order to 
reapply and is left out in the cold , • , The premises 
themselves are under threat with the City offering no 
alternatives , , At the moment the main section of the 
building is unused with the workers hidden in their 
private bunker , , , Do we have a right to know what*s 
going on?S

Ludd Again, 



Although it *a a while back now, I was sorry to see 
the article in the Oct/Nov issue which took such an un¬ 
enthusiast ic view of the riots last autumn - which in 
Nottingham 3aw action on the Saturday night of Goose 
Fair, 

Our history is fragile and soon lost and forgotten. 
There have been riots ariund Goose Fair time for at least 
300 years, and looking back the politics become clear, 

1776 saw the ‘Cheese Riot 8 in the Market Square? at 
this time the fair was mainly an agricu tural sale, where 
local p ople would stock up for the winter with food like 
cheese. Finding the price too high was a bit like a 
dole cut, so the giant cheeses were liberated and dealt 
with by the crowd. Troops were called in (no police in 
those days) and five days of riots continued, some of it 
at the Fair with other local state and business property 
being attacked, (The troops shot and killed William 
Egglestone, but a coroners inquest ruled ‘Accidental 
death, by a person or persons to them unknown* - 
familiar story’,) 

Riots weiee common all over the country at this time 
and later if local people thought the price of basic food 
was too high, often the crowd would seize it and sell it 
at what they thought a ‘fair price 8 , and return that 
money to the original seller. Another Goose Fair riot 
happened in 1791 s ‘The Stocking Frame Riot* as part of 
years of resistance to a new industrialised technology 
which impoverished a working class emerging with a sharp 
political consciousness. 

By 1831 campaigns were happening to extend (fairly 
pathetically|) the right to vote. When the news that 
the House of Lords had rejected this reached Nottingham 
at Goose Fair time the crov«rds marched to the castle - 
home of local nobility - and burnt it to the ground. 

Our official City history tends to avoid this point . . * 
the present castle is a Victorian remake. 

And the 19^0*o? Riots remain a continual fora of 
radical action which all too often outstrip the theories 
and demands of political groups. The looting of today 
demolishes the commodity as the rioters of the 1700‘s 
fought to challenge the new capitalism by insisting on 
a fair price determined by the community. As the 
Luddites destroyed the new means of production, today 
we destroy the means of consumption and passification. 
Rioters today cannot attack their 5 *own* ! community 
because none of us have a community which is ours - 
everything is owned and controlled by power. What have • 
we got to lose?| 



There is a National Federation of Anarcho- 
Pacifists currently being formed. At a 
meeting on Sun 26th Jan in London the group 
initiating the idea decided that the federation 
should aim to spread and develope the ideas of 
anarcho-pacifism. Also, hopefully, that 
smaller groups would emerge in different towns 
and possibly federate in regions. Not much 
seemed to have been clarified by the time I 
left the meeting because only one or two people 
, in the room seemed to have any real practical 
sense of how to run a meeting or the practical¬ 
ities needed to hold something like a national 


federation together.. Everyone else was 
embarrassingly middle class and cringe-i^aking1y 
nice, whilst being naieve about Anarchism as 
a movement and patronising about everyone 
except themselves. 

An An archo—Pacifist Federation is a necessary 
and good idea, but if it gets off the ground 
(which I doubt) and is full of people like 
these it?ll be just a bit more radical than 
CND, There are lots of anarcho-pacifists 
around (organising at Peace Camps, writing mag¬ 
azines etc) with a clear idea of where they're 
going and how to get there. The Anarcho- 
Pacifist Federation needs hijacking by people 
with some sense...

, . . and talking of jobs for the middle class, there are 
wild rumours of turmoil at our local culture palace the 
Midland Group, Two (?) workers sacked because of dis¬ 
agreements over long term plans ~ no doubt to be featured 
in the next Cinema day school and exhibition of womens/ 
blacks/gay/working class art. Though always against wage 
labour, Anarchist News is always ready to extend its 
solidarity to victims of sackings (from Mushroom tp * 
Wapping) and vie will be ready to take our place on the 
picket lines. What is going on??... 
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Dear friends, vS‘ 

Following your report in NAN,, 5 on the ’student* 
demonstration against apartheid on 24th October 
I would like to make some points. 

The first action was an occupation q.f the 
Barclays branch behind the the Council House 
which effectively succeeded in closing that 
branch for the day. Criticism was made during 
the action by some members of the group who 
considered thatr- the be**aviou- of some of those 
on the picket line amounted to little more than 
machismo. This was in part due to a lack of 
serious organisation in the group beforhand. 

This lack of organisation was also responsible 
for the style which the demonstration took on 
reaching Tescos. One plan was to clear the 
shelves of South African produce, but the very 
nature in which we moved en-masse frorn Barclays 
made this impossible. This left further con¬ 
fusion as no suitable leaflets had been 
prepared and resulted in the attempted blockade 
by young men and young women shouting slogans 
at men and we'nen doing their shopping. This 
action was considered to be a failure by many 
members of the group. 

however, on December ?th the 'Action Against 
Apartheid' demo, attended by smaller numbers 
of students (and hardly anyone else - despite 
publicity) was far more successful. The same 
targets had been chosen, but we picketted 
Barclays (instead of occupying) and by giving 
out leaflets and 'shouting slogans' several 
account holders proceeded in withdrawing their 
accounts. At Teacos leaflets encouring the 
boycott of South African goods drink were given 
out, petitions were signed and several shoppers 
contributed to the* jaafctf riel? aid campaign, despi 
-te intimidation from the security scum. 

I doh't feel that Barclays and Tesco's felt 
threatened either - nor do I think that 
glueing up cashpoints gives more than a little 
inconvenience, nor do I tink that spraying 
Anarchist/Anti-Apartheid graffitti on the walls 
does either. Glueing cashpoints causes incon¬ 
venience to the ‘'average" person in the street 
trying to get their fiver out, and how many ban 
executives have you seen scrubbing walls clean. 

Creative and imaginative the idea was, but do 
you think that advertising Kruggrands for sale 
at Barclays made the bank's users consider 
apartheid? Do you think that advertising "Spaci 
-al offers" boots made peaple think twice about 
vivisection and animal exploitation? - Or did 
it more likely inconvenience shoppers and shop 
assistants alike? O.K. - I only went on one 1 of 
the London Stop the City's - but do you think 
that any of them - or any of the Stop business 
as usual's, is anything more than symbolism? - 
Although this need not invalidate such actions. 

Your constructive criticism of our actions is 
welcome, although we have already considered 
them ourselves. Machismo is indefensible and 
we should try to challenge it in our actions as 
well as our words. Never the less in any situat 
-ion of conflicts - blacks fighting racism, 
women fighting sexism, vegans fighting animal 
abuse, people fighting back, someone somewhre 
is £jping to be offended. We can either try to 
minimise the offence or bury our heads id the 
sands. 

Your condescension is not welcome - to describe 
people as behaving; " only symbolically so as 
not to break the law" is an insult to those on 
the receiving end of police voilence by South 
Africa House on nov. 2nd who may be facing heft 
hefty prison sentences. 

Following the Jan.25th demo we will continue 
to be active in Nottingham on a regular basis. 


We welcome all suggestions as to how we can 
improve our effectiveness and would welcome 
your involvement.
